One wants a home where he 
can look out upon the broad ocean 
and enjoy the delightful sea-breeze;

winds never blow. 
Another likes the 
healthy climate, but it's too dry. 
It ’s 
not too dry for the next man, but it’s 
too dusty. 
And here comes a man 
who lias run away from heavy taxes 
and carpet-bag rule of the South, 
where he has been working hard for 
the last nine years and lost money, 
hut is impatient because he can’t at 
once jum p on the down-grade track to 
fortune. 
And there’s that New Eng­ 
lander, who has been shivering with 
cold for thirty long, dreary winters 
hack at home, and he’s growling be­ 
cause a little fire is occasionally ne­ 
cessary in this country. 
Some want 
timber, some want high-lunds with 
the fatness of the low-lands; others 
must have the perpetual verdure of 
hlue-grnss, although they don’t have 
it at home.

line harvest now being gathered, the 
luxuriant 
orchards, vineyards 
and 
gardens w ill testify. 
Nor does the 
soil exhaust, as it does in the East. 
.Besides greater results can be pro­ 
duced with less labor than in any 
other section with which we are ac­ 
quainted. 
The trouble now is, this is a new 
country, and in many localities thinly 
i ettled. 
We are also in the midst of 
t he dry season, and the general ap­ 
pearance of things, we admit, is unin­ 
vitin g to 
the 
stranger.

has 
made a rapid transit across the con­ 
tinent, leaving a 
fresh spring-like 
beauty behind him, and the sharp 
contrast is unpleasant. 
But a little 
patience and thought w ill set the mat­ 
ter all right. 
A few nights of refresh­ 
ing sleep, and a tour of observation to 
those localities where the wonderful 
capacity of the soil has already been 
demonstrated, and the mutterings of 
fault-lin»1' g 
w ill 
gradually shape 
themse’ 
into words of admiration.

climate and the soil, and 
a reasonan. amount of labor, patience 
and capital w ill work wonders. 
Of 
this we have no doubt, and we look to 
a bright future for Southern California 
with perfect confidence.

Our Railroad. 


We have before us the “ Report of 
Barometrical surveys, made for the 
Los Angeles and Independence Rail­ 
road Company l>y J oseph U. Craw­ 
ford, Chief Engineer.” The report 
contains nineteen pages of matter, in 
which is condensed a great deal of val­ 
uable information, relative to the esti­ 
mated cost of the road, the resources 
of the country through which it will 
run, its probable trade and the cost of 
operating the roaJ after it is com­ 
pleted. The report contains a descrip­ 
tion of two routes by which a road 
may he constructed between this city 
and Independence. The report reads: 
“ The first route begins at Spadra, the 
present terminus of the Southern Pa­ 
cific Railroad, the line can be laid 
closely upon the surface with easy 
gradients not exceeding thirty feet 
per mile until Cucamong ais reached 
three hundred and fifty feet above and 
twelve miles distant from the initial 
point, thence the line should be laid 
along the foothills adhering to the 
line of the present ore road, crossing 
Lytle Creek upon a low trestle bridge 
and passing the projectingspurof hills 
west of Martin’s house. 
This will 
bring the line to a point some eleven 
miles northwest of San Bernardino, 
and twenty-six from Spadra, over­ 
coming a rise of nine hundred and 
fifty feet in fourteen mile9 writh a 
maximum gradient of sixty-five feet 
"T mile. Thence ascending the west 
' "aion Cafion, until the point of 
side ot V... 
’ . 
1 
divergence of Brown » eJ- road from 
the main cafion is reached at a pilot 
fcTirty-flve miles from Spadra and an 
elevation of 1,100 feet above Martin’s, 
requiring a gradient of one hundred 
and twenty-five feet per mile, thence 
the line can be laid up the main wash 
with good direction and light work 
until the summit of the Cajon Pass is 
reached, an elevation of 1,350 feet be­ 
ing overcome in nine miles with a 
maximum gradient of one hundred 
and fifty feet per mile. Thence de­ 
scending the northern slope of the 
Sierras towards the valley of the Mo- 
jove over a broad, unbroken slope, cov­ 
ered with juniper, sage and other 
kinds of brush. The descent will re­ 
quire the following gradients: For the 
first six miles one hundred feet per 
mile, for the succeeding nine miles 
eighty feet per mile, ending with a 
light thirty feet gradient which lands 
the line to a point near the bend of the 
Mojave opposite Point of Rocks, and 
seventy miles from Spadra. Thence 
the line should be laid north with 
moderate and slightly 
undulating 
gradients traversing Black’s Lake and 
Dry Lake Summit; thence nearly 
level and bending easterly towards 
Panamint Mountain, skirting Carlton 
Lake and passing west of Large Borax 
Lake, to a low gap in an extension of 
the Coso Mountains; thence direct to 
Little Lake Cafion, through which the 
present ore and stage road passes, and 
at which point the route from Soledad 
pass will naturally connect; thence 
following closely upon the line of said 
ore road, with easy grades and light 
work, until reaching Owen’s Lake, one 
hundred and eighty-seven miles from 
Spadra; thence skirting the west side 
of the lake through the town of Lone 
Pine and on up the broad valley of 
Owen’s River until our objective point 
is reached at the town of Indepen­ 
dence, two hundred and twenty-two 
miles from the terminus of the South­ 
ern Pacific Railroad, at Spadra, and at 
an elevation of 4,260 feet above tide­ 
water. 
The physical difficulties to be over­ 
come upon this route are readily sur­ 
mountable, the only heavy work upon 
the entire line being comprised in the 
immediate vicinity of the Cajon Sum­ 
mit: this, the report says, can be 
materially reduced 
by a judicious 
choice of ground when the line comes 
to be finally located. From Spadra 
to Martin’s the line is laid upon the 
surface, the only items of cost being 
the Cucamonga 
and 
Lytle 
Creek 
bridges, thence up the Cajon Cafion 
with alternate cuttings and fillings. 
After passing the summit with a 
heavy through cut, or may be short 
tunnel, whichever 
may prove the 
cheapest, the line is laid o%'er a coarse 
sandy mesa, entirely free from shift­ 
ing sands, over which the road can be 
constructed economically and rapidly, 
the only work requiring to be done for 
miles being to clear and grub the line. 
This feature will be a characteristic of 
the whole route after passing the 
Summit, with the exception of short 
sections at Coso Cafion, Little Lake, 
and Owens Lake, at each of which 
places a small additional expenditure 
will be needed to construct the road­ 
bed. 
“South of Cajon Pass there is an 
abundance of water, while north of 
the summit it can be had at the Bend 
of the Mohave, Black’s Lake, Carle- 
ton’s Lake, Borax Lake, Little Lake, 
and thence forward to Independence, 
wherever needed.” 
Timber, for building material, is 
abundant in the Cajon Pass and at 
several convenient points east of the 
Pass. Good cedar ties may be had at 
an expense not exceeding twenty-five 
cents each. 
The survey passes through the Cuca­ 
monga ranch and within eleven miles 
of San Bernardino, but may be run 
within six miles of that town. The 
Holcomb Valley trade will connect 
with the road just north of the sum­ 
mit. The Arizona trade will reach 
and leave the road at the Bend of the 
Mohave, by which $30 per ton will be 


saved on all freight to and from the 
Tcrritorjb Panamint freight will be 
accommodated in the vicinity 
of 
Borax Lake, and the completion of 
this road will revive the declining 
borax trade. Cerro Gordo freight will 
connect with the road at Osvens Lake. 
Independence, situated in a fine farm­ 
ing country and surrounded by im­ 
mense ore deposits, will be the ter­ 
minus of the road. 
For convenience in estimating the 
cost of graduations, Engineer C r a w ­ 


f o r d has divided the route into three 
subdivisions, as follows:

Mohave, 70 m iles; cost of graduation

The above estimate is for the gradu­ 
ation of an ordinary gauge railroad, 
four feet, eight and one-half inches, 
bridged and stationed ready for the 
track and rolling stock, the character 
and cost of which is a matter which is 
1 *ft for the consideration of the 
Board of Direction. 
As the work is 
mainly light, the adoption of a nar­ 
row three-feet gauge will only reduce 
the above total about ten per cent. 
The cost of water and freight stations, 
engineering, etc., being the same for 
either gauge. 
The description of route number two 
is as follows: 
Beginning at San Fernando Station, 
the present terminus of the Southern 
Pacific Railroad, the line can be laid 
through the cafion now occupied by 
Telegraph Stage Road, 
thence 
by 
short tUnnei thiough the summit, via 
Lyon’s Station, until we roach the 
head-waters of the Santa Clara river, 
tinHce swinging eastwardly into the 
Soledad Cafion tlio line is laid up the 
same, 
conforming 
to 
sinuositier, 
which render necessary the \IS0 of 
sharp curves of small radius, or else to 
make frequent expensive rock cut­ 
tings in straightening out the bends 
of the cafion. Thence surmounting 
the summit with a maximum gradi­ 
ent of one hundred feet per mile, 
thence descending into the Mojave 
Desert with equal rapidity, the line 
should be laid to pass west of Buck 
Horn Station and the Twin Teaks to 
the Dry Lake, near Desert Springs, 
tliencc skirting the east side of said 
Lake, it passes via Mesquit Spring 
and Tortoise Cafion direct to Little 
Lake, at which point it coalesces with 
route No. 1, and thence forward as­ 
sumes the same line, making Inde­ 
pendence two hundred and nine miles 
from the present railroad terminus at 
San Fernando. 
The physical difficulties which are 
mot with upon this route are at first 
quite formidable. The passage at the 
San Fernando mountain, which oc­ 
curs immediately after leaving the 
railroad station, will necessitate either 
the use of exceedingly steep gradients 
or the expenditure of a large sum in a 
tunnel and approaches. This region 
is so broken and the choice of alter­ 
nate lines is so great, that an estimate 
of cost made without having a careful 
instrumental examination, must ne­ 
cessarily be only vaguely approxi­ 
mate. 
From 
the railroad station 
north a vertical rise of seven hundred 
and fifty feet bus to be overcome in 
five and a half miles, a portion of 
which distance cannot bo made avail­ 
able on account of the formation of 
the ground, while in descending north 
towards Lyons Station we encounter 
within a mile and a hall' a fall of four 
hundred and thirty feet. If we use a 
gradient of one hundred and twenty- 
five feet per mile upon the southern 
and one hundred feet upon the north­ 
ern slope of this pass, it is estimated 
that an expenditure of at least $110,000 
would be required to grade the first 
ten miles after leaving the railroad sta. 
tion. 
The work of building a railroad up 
the Soledad Cafion has been already 
commenced by the Atlantic and Pa­ 
cific Railroad Company, and most of 
the cuttings being opened up gives a 
good idea of the character of material 
and extent of the work required to be 
done. The cafion is in places close 
and crooked, whereby the line is 
forced to cross and recross the drain­ 
age frequently. The summit of Sole­ 
dad Pass is broad and flat and cannot 
be materially reduced by cutting dowu, 
as the line descends north into the 
Mojave desert, a maximum gradient 
of one hundred feet to the mile can be 
obtained by a side-hill development, 
at a sacrifice of distance. From this 
point forward the line can be cheaply 
laid upon

surface, 
until 
a 
connection 
is 
made 
with 
route 
No. 1 at Little Lake. Crossing the 
Mojave Desert we encounter two sand 
belts, one south of Buck Horn Station, 
which Is about eight miles wide, and 
the other south of Desert Springs, of 
about ten miles in extent. However, 
there is no evidence of any consider­ 
able amount of shifting sand. 
From 
the vicinity of Buck Horn Station a 
road might be opened up connecting 
with the Holcomb region and the Ar­ 
izona trade at the bend of the Mojave. 
In the vicinity of Desert Springs there 
are some extensive deposits of borax, 
while further north, near Tortoise 
Cafion, we cross the wagon road to FI 
Paso, Slate Range and Panamint. 
Wuter is abundant along this route. 
Timber will be scarce after leaving 
Soledad Cafion.

We now come to the estimates of 
what the road is capable of doing and 
earning after it is ready for operation. 
One train each way will carry during 
a year of three hundred days 12,000 
tons of ore and bullion and return 
with 9,000 tons of inland freight, mak­ 
ing a total of 21,000 tons which can 
be carried at a cost of $10 90 per ton, 
and thus earn ten per cent, on the in­ 
vestment, besides paying largely for 
repairs on roadway and machinery. 
The capacity of this cheap wooden 
road is rated at not less than 200,000 
tons per annum. 
The only increase 
of expense would be in rolling stock 
and for hands to run the additional 
trains. 
In 
conclusion, 
Engineer 
C r a w f o r d says: “ I have estimated 
the road to be built solely of timber, 
in the most economical manner, oper­ 
ated by light and inexpensive rolling 
stock and motive power, and at a low 
rate of speed, not to exceed twelve 
miles an hour. My object in so esti­ 
mating has been to submit an esti­ 
mate of cost which would place the 
improvement within the reach of the 
residents upon the line. As business 
increases and the country settles up, 
this road can readliy be laid with a T 
rail, the stringers being cut and placed 
as ties.”

I.OCAL UUEYITIKS. 
Part of the stock for the Grangers’ 
store was received yesterday. 
The ancient and horrible order of 
Calnthumpians hold their final pow­ 
wow at the County Court room to­ 
night. 
The “ Thirty-Eights” will hold a 
meeting to-night on important busi­ 
ness connected with the celebration. 
A full attendance is required. 
The beer from the New York Brew­ 
ery of P. Lauth & Co. is in great de­ 
mand these warm days. For a Local 
Option drink there Is no better or 
more popular in the city. 
Citizens who are fond of the dance, 
and at the same time charitably dis­ 
posed, will remember the ball to be 
given at Stearns’ Hall on the night of 
the Fourth, for the benefit of the 
Louisiana sufferers. 
Mr. Sidney Lacey has the contract 
for decorating the wagons to be used 
in the procession on the Fourth. He 
informs us that lie is progressing rap­ 
idly with the work and will have it 
completed in ample time. 
The funeral of the late Mrs. Eliza 
McDonald took place yesterday morn­ 
ing at 8 o’clock, from the residence on 
Commercial street. Mass was cele­ 
brated in the Catholic church, where 
a large congregation assembled. 
It is said that a new company was 
organized last evening to prospect for 
oil. They have taken up a tract of 
land within two and one-half miles of 
the railroad depot at San Fernando, 
which is said to contain thirty-two 
oil springs in sight. 
The Mohongo arrived at 3 o’clock 
this morning, bringing seventy- 
live passengers and two hundred and 
sixty tons of freight. Passengers for 
San Diego will take the train at 4 p. 
M., to-day. On Sunday, July 5th, the 
Mohongo will return and sail for San 
Francisco. 
A letter was mailed in ilie Post­ 
office yesterday which defies the in­ 
genuity and imaginative power of 
even the “Chief of the Hards” who 
can read anything to a bad duck-track. 
The address is as follows verbatim et 
literatim: “t R eebe RPan BuobaRbo 
eo 1874 ” This writing would beat 
the prophet Daniel. 
The ladies of the M. E. Church have 
met with good success thus far in 
making their arrangements for the 
public dinner to be given in the rii.k 
oa the Fourth. An inviting banquet 
will be spread with all the substan­ 
tia l and delicacies of the season. No 
admission fee will be charged at the 
door, and only a moderate tariff placed 
on the edibles consumed. A general 
invitation is extended to the public to 
come and be filled. 
A private letter to La Crónica says 
that the quicksilver mines in the 
Uajaleygua mountains, Santa Barbara 
county, are very rich, and a company 
has been formed for the purpbse of de­ 
veloping them. These mines were 
discovered a year and a half ago by a 
party of young men who left Santa 
Barbara on a prospecting expedition, 
and we are informed that our friend, 
A. G. Packard of La C'roniea, was one 
of them.

It is plain to be seen that Los 
Angeles county is the represent­ 
ative county of Southern Califor­ 
nia, and tlie emporium of Los 
Angeles county and Southern 
California is Los Angeles City, 
centrally located therein; also 
centrally located in the best val­ 
ley on the Globe. 


A Noble Work. 
.Since last September, Miss M. P. 
Stewart, a representative of the Amer­ 
ican Missionary Society, has been la­ 
boring patiently and assiduously to 
establish and instruct a class of Chi­ 
nese in our city. In doing this she 
has been obliged to contend with 
every form of discouragement. Com­ 
ing here from her far distant home in 
Vermont, a stranger in a strange land, 
her task has been doubly trying in 
the attempt to instil a knowledge of 
our language and religion into the 
minds of a people totally oblivious of 
both. In this good work the lady has 
not only received a meagro moral 
support from our citizens, which at 
least was bad enough, but a more seri­ 
ous dilficulty was found in the indiffer­ 
ence of the Chinese themselves. They 
were slow to place themselves under 
the instruction of Miss Stewart, and 
when once started were very irregular 
in their attendance at the school. In 
the eight or nine months past two 
sessions—day and evening—have been 
held daily. About forty pupils have 
been registered in the day school and 
twenty-eight in the evening class, 
though the number in attendance has 
not been equal to the full member­ 
ship at any one time, and has now 
dwindled down to seven regular schol­ 
ars. Those who were at all persever­ 
ing and attentive have learned rap­ 
idly. A book was used containing a 
translation of the English text in 
Chinese characters, and those convers­ 
ant with their own language have 
made very marked progress in their 
study. We visited the school Tuesday 
evening and listened to some of the 
recitations. In reading, the pupils did 
much better than we had anticipated, 
both in pronouncing and understand­ 
ing the English. 
They exhibited 
some very creditable specimens of 
writing, much more legible, to our 
notion, than the scrawls of many 
lawyers and editors whom we know. 
They also repeated some verses from 
the Bible, and they sang. The piece 
selected was “ Come to Jesus.” It oc­ 
curred to us that the would-be melody 
was particularly heathenish. What­ 
ever may be "said of his general 
shrewdness, John has not an ear for 
music. These recitations closed the 
school term, and Miss Stewart will 
shortly leave for her homo in Ver­ 
mont. She purposes, however, to re­ 
turn next Fall and recommence her 
labors. Besides maintaining her reg­ 
ular school, Miss Stewart has visited 
the houses of the Chinese and there 
instructed them. This method she 
has been compelled to adopt to reach 
a large portion of them, especially the 
women. Altogether, wo trust that 
much good has been done, and a 
nucleus formed for much more benefit 
to these heathens in our midst. Wo 
cannot too highly honor this noble- 
hearted lady who has come voluntar­ 
ily from her cultivated home and 
placed herself among such scenes and 
such people for the sole purpose of 
doing good. Her labor here has been 
most thankless and trying; her re­ 
ward must only come in the words 
of our Saviour: “Inasmuch as ye have 
done it unto the least of these, ye have 
done it unto me.”* 


This old place so well known in 
Southern California, is at this time at­ 
tracting considerable attention.

As is generally 
known, San Fernando is the present 
terminus of the Southern Pacific Rail­ 
road, running north from this city. 
It is located in the San Fernando 
Valley—a beautiful and rich locality. 
The town already contains some thirty 
buildings besides the railroad depot, 
and is improving rapidly. Mr. Mu­ 
cky has taken especial pains to guard 
the property against the schemes of 
speculators. He aims to sell lots and 
farms only to those intending to be­ 
come actual settlers. The fifty odd 
thousand acres owned by Mr. Maclay 
is all rich land, capable of producing 
everything grown in Los Angeles 
Valley.

section 2. 
Upon the death of any m em ber, 
each surviving m em ber m ust pay to the 
Association an assessm ent to be determ ined 
as follows: If the num ber of m em bers does 
not exceed six bundled und sixty-seven, the 
assessm ent shall be three dollars on each
